Sure He Had Gun! 

Chronologically, the history of O’Con-

O'Connell 
overtook the man, covered him with 
his revolver, searched him, but found

“A budget Is simply a statement of 
the government needs for the activities 
for the ensuing year in which it is ex- 
pected to engage, and under existing 
law it will undoubtedly prove to be 4 
great advantage as a medium through 
which to enforce economy. 

“Tt, after all, needs constant care 
on the part of congress to see that 
those in charge of the spending de- 
partments are held down to a proper 
conception of what the government 
costs should be. 

“The responsibility for the recom- 
mendations under the budget act are 
placed upon the President, but the 
final responsibility for the amount ap- 
propriated rests with the congress. 

“Prior to the enactment of the 
budget act, the estimates were submit- 
ted to the head of each department by 
the bureau chiefs. They were never 
revised before being submitted to the 
head of the department, and rarely 
ever after they came to him. Each 
department head submitted the recom- 
mendations of his department to the 
secretary of the treasury, who in turn 
assembled them without revision and 
sent them to congress. This system 
necessarily engendered extravagance 
and in many instances great waste. 

“The present method places the re- 
sponsibility on the President, who, for 
the first time in the nation's history, 
must assume the responsibility of stat- 
ing his annual program, and in every

That William F. Quesse, president 
of the Chicago Fiat Janitors’ union, be- 
iieved that “might was greater than 
the law” and had told him so, was the 
testimony yesterday of Charles Baft- 
ley, 46556 Woodlawn avenue.

Barrie Calis Pinéro’s “ris 
Li Greatest Modern English Play |

‘ONDON, June 3.—{By Tribune Wireleas.J—What is the greatest 

Play of modern times? Sir James Barrie in a speech to critics at their 

annual dinner at the Savoy said without qualification that the finest 
play he had seen in his life is “ Iris,” by Arthur Wing Pinero. The author of 
“Iris” has beeg unfortunate fn his last three full length plays, “ Big Drum,” 
“Freaks,” and “The Enchanted Cottage.” ‘The tribute to Pinero’s powers 
from such an eminent judge as Barrie must have been extremely consoling. 

‘We have long been experiencing a series of revivals. One result is the 
rediscovery of Ibsen. Why not the rediscovery of Pinero? Ibsen was thought 
to be as dead as the proverbial dodo. “ Peer Gynt” 
_ scored so trerkendously that its run was prolonged 
at @ time when notices were up for half the new 
plays in London. “Hedda Gabler,” revived at the 
suburban Everyman theater with Mrs. Pat Camp- 
bell, attracted packed houses in the hottest May 
weather recorded. Revivals of Galsworthy’s “ Sil- 
. ver Box” and “ Justice” are other successes of this 
sort. 
_. The generation of whom Barrie speaks knows 
not “Iris.” The piece was produced at the Garrick 
' in 1901 with Fay Davis an@ Oscar Asche, in which 
part Asche also appeared at the Criterion in New 
York the following year. It was an emotional play, 
rising at times to the dignity of tragedy. 

_ One of the most ambitious and enterprising of 
PHYLLIS NEILBON TERRY.tne system of giving cycles of plays by eminent.

The spell of hot weather was the worst affliction that" has visited the the- | 
atrical management in London in many years. Numerous plays were with- 
drawn after a few weeks. Ticket agencies lost at the rate of $5,000 weekly. 
}One ‘theater took in less than $165 at one matinée. Another had a solitary per- 
son in the gallery at the evening performance. Several shows were with- 
drawn after a fortnight’s run. The quality of the fare provided in these dis 
astrous periods is immaterial as to the result, but it is conceivable that the pub 
lic could be educated by advertising into attending theaters even in hot 
weather. The average London manager is ignorant of advertising. The cus- 
tomary three or four line notices in newspapers are necessarily incapable of 
imparting sufficient information the public wants. 

London's longest run of “ The Beggar's Opera” reaches 828 performances 
and celebrates its secend anniversary June 6. Since the withdrawal of “ Pad- 
dy’s Next Best Thing,” after two years#-at the Savoy, “The Beggar's Opera” 
has held the distinction of running longer than any other current play in Lon- 
don. The original production in 1728 lasted eixty-two nights, @ record run then. 
_ "Phe theater where “The Beggar's Opera” is again making history, the 
Lyric, in Hammersmith, also has its romance. During the war it was a 
boarded-up derelict after being used for thirty years for the production of 
lurid touring melodramas like “ The Girl Who Took the Wrong Turning.”

As for the bad news, it is inconspicuously appended to en article by MB. 
Woods in the current issue of the Theatre magazine. 
“<The Demi-Virgin,’” he says, “ is the last so-called * bedroom farce’ which 
I shall put on for seven years. I am calling a halt 
on this kind of play not because of the adverse crit! 
cism whith has come from certain sources, but 
because I believe it would lose its popularity if eon 
tinued indefinitely. All things travel in cycles. 
This is particularly true of plays. There is the 
cycle of melodrama, comedy, drama, tragedy, farce, 
farce-comedy, mystery plays, detective plays, erjmse 
plays, and so on. The bedroom farce has had its day,

Timber Bonds. 

Several factors are of importance in 
the consideration of timber bonds as an 
investment. Such bonds should always 
be secured by a first mortgage and 
should be a lien on all the property, in- 
cluding the land, timber, and equipment, 
such as railroads, sawmills, ete, If only 
the land were covered by the lien, it 


have resulted in titles to timber lands, 
owing to insufficient records having been 
kept in the early settlement of new ter- 
ritory, and the lack of a clear title would 
impair the security. Then, too, the very 
remoteness of timber land might give it 
little or no value when cleared, If, on 
the other hand, only the timber were 
covered by the mortgage, a valuable part 
of the security might be lost in the casé 
whiere the land is rich and so located as 
to be of value for agricultural or other 
purposes. The location of the land is of 
, as it takes on a greater 
value if so situated as to make the mar- 
keting of the product easy. Also if the 
land contains a stream from which water 
power can be obtained to reduce oper- 


ating costs. 

The value of the land and timber 
should always be very largely in excess 
of the bonds—the standing timber alone 
should have a value of at least twice the 
}amount of the bond issue outstanding. 
One of the provisions of the mortgage is 
that the timber securing it cannot be 
cut, but the trust deed should allow the 
trustee to release a certain acreage for 
cutting, providing the value of this tim- 
ber is paid;for in cash at the time of its 
release. This cash is put into a sinking 
fund and used to retire the bonds. It 
should be sufficient to retire the bonds 
twice as fast as the timper is cut, in 
which case the sinking fund will be suf- 
ficient to retire the entire issue by the 
time that half the timber has been cut. 
Whether the sinking fund or the serial 
payment plan is used the security of the 
remaining bonds increases as parts of 
the issue are retired. Additional security 
is often given timber bonds by the in- 
dorsement of private individuals who are
